HER MAJESTY’S MAPLESON. 


Something About Opera and Prima 
Donna Marimon. 
(New York Coraespondence Boston Ilerald. } 

It is hard to make serious opera pay in this 
city. Mapleson cleared $50,000 last season, 
through Gerster’s bit, but this year has lost 
heavily, for he was without an attractive pri- 
ma donna until Marimon came. On the day 
after Mapleson started with his company for 
Boston, the Sun published the statement of 
an unnamed director that the manager had 
intended to get through the season without a 
good prima donna on the reputation of pre- 
vious success. Mapleson wrete from Boston 
to August Belmont. President of the Academy 
of Music, demanding a vindication. The di- 
rectors were hurriedly called together to pass 
a resolution of praise for Mapleson, and 
particularly to declare, officially, that be had 
accomplished a wonder in securing Marimon 
so late inthe season. That action took the 
sting out ofthe attack on the manager, but 
the name of the assailant has not heretofore 
appeared. Thomas Musgrave, the head of a 
wealthy banking house, and for years a lead- 
ing director of the Academy, was met by the 
Writer ata sademy ball a few nights ago. 
W hen questioned about the Mapleson matter, 
he saf@: ‘*ITamthe director who said that 
Manvleson hadtried to humbug us, and I say 
sostill.

| ‘THE ASSASSIN CURRIE. 


He Outlines His Defense to a Well- 
Known Actor. 


— 


The Feeling in Texas Concerning Por- 
ter’s Murder—How Currie Fares 
in Jail. 


e 


A prominent actor connected with the Mag- 
gie Mitchell Combination visited the mur- 
derer of Ben. C. Porter while playing an en- 
gagementin Marshall, Texas, the 7th of the 
present month. He found James Currie 
closely confined in the jail at that place, very 
Ina con- 
yersation with a Post-DisPpaTCH reporter 
this morning the actor said that the 
feeling all over Texes, and  es- 
pecially in Marshbal!, where the tragedy 
occurred, was very strong against Currie. The 
people wanted tosee Barrymore and Miss 
Cummins return and testify in the case, 80 
that the murderer might be convicted. They 
laughed at the idea that there would be any 
danger to either of these witnesses in giving 
their testimony and returning to Texas. 
They deplored the fact that  Barry- 
more was not coming, pleading his 
business engagements as an excuse. The 


better class of people considered that Barry- 
more’s duty to himself, to the dead Ben Por- 
terandtothe State of Texas should cause 
him to visit Texas. and testify in the trial 
against Currie. A short time ago Currie’s 
lawyers made an effort to secure their client’s 
release on a writ of habeas corpus, claiming 
that there was no evidence to bold him and 
with every prospect of success. The 
prosecution, however, bad secured Harvey, 
the man who kept the lunch stand in which 
the affair occurred last March, which result- 
ed.in the death of Porter and the wounding 
of Barrymore. Harvey was about leaving the 
Stute, but was placed under bonds and will 
certainly appear to testify against Currie. 
The Maggie Mitebell combination was the 
first dramatic attraction that had visited 
Marshall siuce the “Diplomacy’’ party left 
that piace last Murch under such ne'ancholy 
circumstances. The people were of course 
eager to talk about the sad termination of the 


‘*Diplomacy’’ party’s visit, and the 
feeling was yeneral against Currie 
and = in sympatby with the dead 
actor’s family. While in Marshall 


the gentleman who give the above facts visited 
Currie in the jail. Currie was securely con- 
fined ina double cell, aud every precaution 
bad been taken to prevent his escape. The 
prisoner had never been outside of the jail 
corridor since his original commitment. 
Currie’s companion in the doubly secured 
cell was Rothschild the murderer. 

Currie is described as a fine-looking man of 
some forty odd vyeirsof age. He is quite 
His frame and general appearance is 
that of an athletic person who was not averse 
to indulging in a free-for-all when occasion 


offers. He stands his confinement very well, 
and still enjoys the best of bealth. 
Currie accused the newspapers of 


being against bim, but thought they would 
come arouud in his favor at the trial. He said 
that he wassorry that Barrymore and Miss 
Cummins had not come back to testify, as he 
thought their testimony would bein his favor 
and not against him. Currie gives a some- 
what contradictory account of his actions on 
the eventful day on whieh Porter was killed,as 
he affirms that bad luck had attended him 
during the previous day while playing faro, 
and as a consequence he had taken a great 
deal of whisky, and was under tis influence 
when the shooting took place. At one time 
Curric stated that being on a spree at that 
time, he bad little or no recollection of what 
had taken place just before the homicide. 
Currie’s befuddled bran.ihowever,recalled the 
fact, as he staied it, that be and Barrymore 
had been plaving at the same faro table dusting 
the day, and that Barrymore had insulted 
him by calling him a “‘loafer.’’ Currie 
stated that in passing through the lunch room 
of the depot Barrvmore again said something 


about ‘*that damned loafer,’’ when Currie 
said: “Do you mean your remarks for 
mey’’ Barrymore replied that he did, and 


started,so Currie stated,for him with his hand 
on his hip as if to draw a pistol. At this 
Currie shot with the well known result. Cur- 
rie said that his position as detective of the 
Texas Central Railroad had made bim manv 
enemies Who had menaced — his life. §He was 
of the opinionthat Porter and Barrymore 
were two of this type Who were trving to pick 


a «quarrel with him. When toid 
the kind of a man his Vie- 
tim. Porter, was, Currie said: ‘‘I have 


lately understood that he was a good man, 
and Iam very sorry for his death.” Currie is 
positive that he never said anghtagainst Miss 
Cummins while in the depot or before visiting 
that place. Heis sanguine of being cleared 
athis trial, whichis set for June, on the 
ground of self-defense.
